WASHINGTON, Sept 16.—Nearly half a dozen agencies of the 
United States government were at work tonight in an effort to solve 
the mystery of the explosion in New York city’s financial district 


And to safeguard government property from similar damage. 


In an effort to bring to justice any person or persons responsible 
for the loss of life, agents in the department of justice, secret service 
peratives of the treasury, inspectors of the post office department 
pnd experts of the department of agriculture were ordered to the 


cene of the explosion. 


The feeling at the department as well as

|* Not Dynamite or Other Explosives 


Wire Chief Kenlon and officers from 
the fureau of combustibles also ex- 
pressed the belief that the explosion 
was caused ®y a thomb after examin- 
tng fragments of metal found in the 
street in front of the Morgan offices, 
Dr, William ¥, Doyle, chief of the 
bureau of combustibles, pointed out 
that the small holes found in the 
gireet near the Morgan offices and 
the widely scattered scars on the fa- 
cates of nearby buildings also indi- 
catet that the blast wag caused ‘by 
a bomb rather tian by an explo- 
gion of a quantity of dynamite o¢ 
@ other explosives, 

Five members of the Morgan firm 
were in the building at che time of 
@ the explosion. Thomas Amery, 
Throw, W. Morrow, Elliott C, Bacon, 
and George Whitney were in a con- 
ference on the second floor of the 
Broad street side of the Morgan build- 
ing. They were shaken up by the 
force of the explosion, but al) eacaped 
without injury,

Lamont said. “We were jarred by the 
concussion and rather excitedly ran 
down to the main floor, where the 
most confusion prevailed. There was 
about fifty amployees who were more 
or Jess injured and those clerks who 
had. miraculously escaped injuries 
from falling debris were courageously 
devoting their attention to assisting 
those who were less fortunate, 

“One of our valued employees, Wil- 
llam Joyce, was killed. He was the 
son of Thomas W. Joyce, who has 
been in our employ for thirty years, 
and who himself was badly hurt.” 

There were ‘between 400 ang 500 
employees in the Morgan building at 
the time of the accident. 


Letter Gives Warning 

A letter giving warning of today’s 
explosion was dropped Wednesday 
morning through the mail stot In a 
door in one of the offices of the 
French high-commission at 605 
Broadway, it became known tonight, 
The letter, ayparently written by a 
man formerly in the employ of the 


| commission, was torn into ematl pieces 


soon after it was read and dropped 
into a waste paper basket, 

Today, after the explosion, these 
bits of paper were taken from the 
basket, pasted together and turned 
over to the police, The letter which 
was addressed: Jdeut. Arnaud, who 
is attached to the commission, tbe- 
gan with the word “Greetings,” the 
writer said he thought, he was fen- 
dering a eervice to the French com- 
mission by advising Maurice Casenave 
minister plenipotentiary, and this as- 
eitantes of the fact that a catastrophe 
would occur in Wall street about 2,30 
o'clock, No date was mentioned 

Tho writer suggested that deut. 
Arnaud advise Minister Casenave to 
have the offices of the commission 
closed and unoccupied at two o'dlock 
so that the Iives of the office staff 
might tbe spared. The letter also 
mentioned ‘between two and four 
o'vlock daylight time,’ ‘as the probabie 
hour for the catastrophe, 


Wanted to Take Revenge 

It was intimated in the Jetter that 
“some neople had .¢erievances and 
wanted to take revenge." Lieut. 
Arnaud read the letter several times. 
Feeling asured that it had been wt- 
ten by an alarmist and should not be 
taken seriously, he tore it up and 
threw it in a waste paper basket, He 
gave no further thought to the letter 
until after the explosion today, when 
he rushed into the office, emptied 
the contenta of the waste paper bas- 
ket in a heap on his desk, sorted the 
bits of the letter, pieced them together 
and curned them over to the police, 

Efforts to learn whetaer the letter 
bore a sgnature proved futile, 

Boon after the letter had been 
handed to the police, it was learned 
that detectives had bean gent to an 
addreeg in West 92nd street to seek 
@ man formerly in the emioy of the 
¥renca commission. It was said tna. 
ho had left the service of tae French 
government on September lat, 1919, 

The writer of the letter, the police 
belleve, was familiar with all plans 
for tae expiosion and would grove 
able to point out the responsible per- 


sons, 
Still Led ¢o Collison, 


Despite the police theory that the 
accident was caused by the explosion 
of an infernal machine, several eye- 
witnesses reported that a wagon ‘bear- 
ing the sign “explosives,"’ was seen 
near tae Morgan building, a few mo- 
ments before the blast occurred, This 
led to the theory, which was atill 
he'd by members of the Morgan firm 
tonight taat the explosion was caused 
by a collision between this explosive- 
laden wagon and another vehicle, 

“From what we have learned, I am 
inclined to believe that the explosion 
was due merely to an acoident,” 
Thomas W. Lamont, of tae Morgan 
firm, declared tonight, “There are 
no reasons that we can find htat 
would lead to a premeditated act, We 
oan see nothing to be gained by such 
act. Circumstances of the occurrence 
murely do not point to an attempt to 
wreck the Morgan offios, 

“If anybody realty plotted destruc- 
tion of our building, I beMeve taat 
‘we would have been sent the warning 
that {s usual in such instanwes, And 
we have not been threatened in any 
manner. [I helleve the explosion to 
be nothing. more than an unfortunate 
accident to a drayload of explosives, 
watch I am informed had arrived on 
the site of the stock exchange build- 
Pind across the street from our of- 

ces,"" 

No Permits for Shipments,

TORONTO, Sept. 16.—E.P. Fisher, 
who atayed at the Queens hotel here 
|for several days, leaving on Tuesday, 
the 14th, and was earlier registered 
at the Queens Royal, Niagara-on-the- 
Take, is said, while here, to have 
‘predicted that there would be up- 
heaval in New York today. He talk- 
ed wildly, denouncing millionaires. 
There would have been time from 
the hour he left Toronto for him to 
reach New York before the explosion. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16—(By Canadi- 
an Press)—George Ketchledge, a 
broker in the financial district, re- 
ceived a post card from Toronto on 
Tuesday morning, according to this 
morning's World, which read: 

“Greetings. Get out of Wall street 
on the gong strike at three o'clock 
Wednesday, (the 15th). Good luck. 
Ed. Fisher. 

Mr. Ketchiedge told a World re- 
porter yesterday that he had not been 
alarmed and noticad the warning only 
with a thought of sympathy for his 
friend Ed. Fisher. 

Fisher jthe broker said. wasa parti- 
cularly good friend, was of a brilliant 
mind but was unable to practice his 
profession as a lawyer for the last 
fifteen years because of frequent at- 
tacks of paranola. 

His paranola had always taken the 
form of an intense hatred for Wall 
street, the broker said. 


RESTRICTIONS

JUDGES’ FEES 


Amendment to Judges’ Act Stipu- 
letemipnadto t to Be Accepted 
% ‘Other Work 


OTTAWA, Aept. 16.—(Canadian 
Press)—It fs understood that a ruling 
has been made that, under the amend- 
ment to the Judges’ act, passed at 
the last session of parllament, judges 
are prohibited from recaiving fees 
for sitting as members of vonciliation 
boards under the Industrial Disputes 
Investigation act. In the past judges 
have frequently been appointed to fill 
chairmanahips on conciliation boards 
established iby the minister of fabor, 
In*view of the above ruling, how- 
over, {t seeme likely that the number 
of such appointments will be materi- 
ally reduced, While there is no doubt 
that in some cases judges would be 
willing to act without remuneration, 
{t is a question whether partica to a 
dispute would fee) justified in calling 
upon them to devote their leisure time 
to dealing with difficult questions aris- 
ing out of dndustrial disputes on such 
a basis, It ds understood that dur- 
ing the past summer, and of course, 
subsequent to the passing of the 
amendment, several judges acteq on 
| conciliation hoards, The amendment 
jto the Judges’ act, while providing 
' for increased salarics for judges, ntipu- 
lated that fees ‘were not to he cccept- 
ed ‘by them for other work.

NEW PROPOSALS 
BEFORE HORNE

President of Board of Trade is 
Hopeful of Peaceful Solution 
of Trouble 


INCREASED OUTPUT 


Horne Intimates Men May Get 
Increase Under Assurances of 
Additional Production 


LONDON, Sept: 16.—The confer- 
ence of the coal miners’ executive 
with Sir Robert Horne, president of 
the board of trade, adjourned late this 
afternoon without €n agreement hav- 
ing been reached in settlement of the 
controversy between the miners and 
the government. Sir Robert Horne 
declared, however, that sew proposals 
made by the miners’ constituted an 
advance toward a peaceful solution of 
the trouble, 

Miners’ Pro 

The miners proposed that the gov- 
ernment forthwith grant the increase 
In wages demanded by them, but 
declared that an increase should not 
be put on the price of coal for con- 
sumption in the household. They also 
aseked that tribunals be appointed to 
inquére whether the financial aitu- 
ation of, the coal industry would 
stand a reduction in the price of 
coal, an inquiry into the declining 
output of coal, and an investigation 
of the present wage system with a 
view to granting up-to-date standard 
wages, 

Declines to Meet Request 

Sir Robert Horne replied that the 
only method of deciding the sell- 
ing price of coal was that already ad- 
opted and on this point he declined 
to accede ¢ othe miners’ proposal. 

He also said he couid not recom- 
mend that the miners should thave 
two shillings advance under the pres- 
ent circumstances, but added that if 
an increased output were assured, an 
advance dn wages could be given. 

Robert Smillie, the miners’ leader, 
had previously said that unless an 
advance were granted, the executive 
could not advise the delegates at 
Tuesday's conference to postpone or 
call off the strike. 


HAIL INSURANCE 
BOARD STRIKES 
PREMIUM RATE 


Plan Has Had Another Buccéssful 
Year And Satisfactory In- 
creases Registered 


(Specta] to The Balletin) 

CALGARY, Sept, 16.—The reports 
presented to the Hafl Insurance board 
at their regular meeting on September 
15th and 16th, ffor the purpose of 
fixing the premium rate for this year 
show that the Municipal Hail Tnsur- 
ance plan has had another good year 
and satisfactory increases are regis- 
tered in every department, 

In 1919 the toal area insured 
throughout the senson, within the Hail 
Insurance District, was about 1,600,- 
000 acres, This year over two mit- 
Mon acres was insured in the same 
area, Last year the acreage insured 
outside the Hail Insurance District 
was about 100,000 acres. This year 
it was 281,286 acres. Last year the 
maximum idemnity was $8.00 per 
acre, This year the maximum fwas 
raised to $10.00 per ecre and over 
eighty per cent. of the insurance was 
written at the maximum amount. Last 
year the total amount of insurance 
carmied was about $13,800,000, 
year the total insurance carried was 
over $21,000,000, an increase of over 
eixty per cent. 

The total number of claims this year 
is practically the same as last year, 
a little over two thousand, but on 
account of the higher indemnity and 
July 26th entailed a floss of albout 
$300,000. All claims of the year have 
been adjusted except five that came 
in this morning from ae storm on Sep- 
tember 9th north of Edmonton, 

The premium rate was fixed by the 
board at 6 per cent. This will he 
26 cents an acre where the crop was 
insured for $6, 48 cents an acre where 
the insurance was $8 and 60 cents 
an acre where insured at §10 per 
acre. This premium will pay the 
losses, the cost of axiministration 
and will enable the board to set aside 
a substantial sum on their reserve, 
to be added to the $100,000 net aside 
Jast year and which is now invested 
in provincial bonds, In «pite of the 
fact that wages and salaries have 
increased, ‘that the cost of printing 
and all office supplies fa much higher 
than last year, and the expenses of 
because the storms were more sév- 
ere this year the total awards are 
about $850,000, as compared with 
$504,000 last year, One storm on 
adjustments are qonsilerably greater, 
the rate remains the seme as 
year, 'whioh the board believes makes 
@ very mtisfactory showing,

Total Canadian Wheat Yield Is 
Estimated By Dominion Bureau of 


Statistics At 289,498,000 Bushels 


Yield Per Acre For Spring Wheat is 161% as Compared with 9, 


Bushels Last Year And With 1614 Bushels The Decennial Aver- 
age For The Period 1910-19—Wheat Yield is Nearly Hundred 


Millions Greater Than That of Yeer Ago

OTTAWA, Sept. 16.—The Dominion 
bureau of statistics has issued the fol- 
lowing report on the yield and con- 
dition of field crops in Canada, as 
compiled from the returne of crop 
correspondents at the end of August. 

Tre first reports made by crop cor- 
respondents on vhe average yields per 
acre of wheat, oats, barley, rye and 
flax seed show that for the whole of 
Canada the yields per acre for spring 
wheat are 16 1-2 bushels, as com- 
pared (wita 9 1-2 bushels last year and 
with 16 1-2 bushe’s the decennial av- 
erage for the period 1910-19; for oata, 
86 1-2 bushels, compared with 26 1-4 
bushels last year and 38 1-4 bushels 
the ten year average; for barley, 25 
1-2 buenels, compared with 21 1-4 
bushels last year and 25 38-4 bushels 
the ten year average; for rye, 17 3-4 
bushels, compared with 138 1-2 bushels 
last year and 16 bushels the ten year 
average; and for flax seed, 9 1-14 
bushels, compared wita five bushels 
last year, and 9.40 Duehels for the ten 
year average, 

These figures indicate, therefore 
that for wheat the yield is just equ 
to the decennial average, tiat for 
the yield is 2 1-4 bushels above av 
age, that for barley and rye it is 
quarter bushel below average an 
that for flax ft is practically equa 
to the average. , 

Applying the averages for 1920 to 
the latest estimates of areas sown 
(these are as being ehortly subject 
to final revision) we get as tho pre- 
Nminary estimate for the whole of 
Canada total yields as follows: 

Wheat, 289,489,000 bushels, ay 
against 93,260,400 bushels last year; 
oats, 656,719,000 bushels, as against 
394,387,000 bushels; barley, 64,257,000 
bushels, as against 66,389,400 bushels; 
rye, 12,915,000 bushels, as against 10,- 
207,400 burhels, and flax eeed, 11,- 
090,000 bushels as against 5,472,800 
bushe's.

Deaths Due to This Cause Num- 
bered 239 During Year— 
Fire Protection Movement , 


OTTAWA, Gept. 16.—Losa of Ife 
throughout Canada by fire during? 
1919 was eligntly Jess than {n some 
former years, according to the annual 
report of the superintendent of in 
surance on insurance companies other 
then Itfe dnaurance companies, is- 
sued today. Deaths due to fire during 
|the year numbered 239. Of thia num- 
Hves in 


ber 131 persona lost their 
burning buildings, 86 through kind- 
ling fires with cow) oil or gas, 24 


through dgnition of clothing from 
open fires and lights, 23 through play- 
ing with inatches, 14 in bush fires and 
12 by explosions, 

The report states that during the 
year the fire protection movement in 
(Canada made substantial progress. 
Property values destroyed by fire dur- 
ing the year ‘amounted to approxt- 
mately $24,000,000, as compared with 
‘$33,000,000 in 1918 and $25,000,000 in 
1917. This reduction was brought 
about despite constantly increasing 
values, The provinces in which or- 
ganized fire prevention campaigns 
‘were carried on during the year re- 
‘port the greatest decrease in loss, 

In Ontario, Manitoba and Saskat- 
chewan combined, the reduction 
to about forty per cent over 
1918, 


RESOLUTION WITHDRAWN 
TO AVOID HARD FEELINGS, 

VANCOUVER, B. C., Sept. 16.—Be-

OTTAWA, Sept. 16.—Although the 
eérand toal of (Canadian trade for the 
| five months of the {fiscal year which 
ended on Amngust 31st. shows an in- 
loreas af '$202,329,835.00, as compared 
with the same period in 1919, the 
value of Canadian merchandize ex- 
ported declined by over twenty mil- 
lions. The grand total of Canadian 
trade for the five month period of the 
present year was $1,063,353,170, while 
in 1919, it pwas $8,061,023.36. The tota] 
value of Canadian exports during the 
five months this year was $464,390,- 
487, and during the same five months 
{n 1919, {jt amounted to $474,448,689, 
being a decrease for this year of 
$20,058,202. ‘ 

While exports are helow those of 
last year, the figures issued from the 
customs department show a €reat in- 
crease in the value of goods import- 
ed into Canada, as compared with 
@ year ago. During the five months 
ending with the 81et day of August this 
year, the toal value of goods import- 
ed into Canada mwas $597,890,608, 
while last year, for the eame period, 
tt-only amounted to $366,264,398. 
This is an increase of $231,636,306 
this year. Duty collected on imports

WINDSOR, Ont., Sept. 16.—(Cana- 
dian Press).—A decision to request an 
investigation of all federal pentten- 
tlaries and instruct provincial execu- 
tives to request an investigation of 
the conduct of all prisons, jails and 
asylums, including the disposal of the 
output of prison labor and that et 
least one representative of organized 
labor be !ncluded on the board mak- 
ing investigation was arrived at by the 
delegates to the Trades and Labor 
congres today. It was decided to

€ress who might be appointed to such 
@ commision authority to use his own 
judgment as to what olass of labor 
should he engaged ‘in by prisoners 
even though it might conflict with the 
platform of the congress regarding 
the competition of the product of 
prison labor with free labor. 


Attack on President Moore 
Other features of the afternoon 
were an attack on President Tlom 
Moore by Former President J. C. 
Watters, on complaints arising out of 
the trip of the Canadian delegates 
to the peace conference, in which Mr. 
Watter failed to have the question, 
though closed at the Hamilton, con- 
vention, re-opened, by a rol] call vote 
of 101 to 28; the adoption of the exe- 
cutive council's report of the cost of 
living, in which the opinion was ex- 
pressed that the primary cause of the 
increased cost of living was due to 
speculation, mantpulation and profit- 
eering, ‘without discussion, except by 
Peter Leckie, of Ottawa, who charact- 
erixed the inflation of curency as 
criminal and offered the removal of 
financial institutions of the world 
from the hands of private interests 
as a solution; and an unsuccessful 
attempt of James Simpson, of Toron- 
to, to have the high tariff interesta 
included in the report on the tarif¢ 
which was passed two days ago. 
Fraternal Delegates Heard 
Perhaps the most important session 
of the congress aince it opened, waa 
one held this morning, when fraternal 
delegates were heard and notable ad- 
dresses delivered by J. E. Davidson, 
national organizer of the fron found- 
ers of Great Britain; D. J, Shea, re- 
presenting the American Federaticn 
of labor, and Eugene G. Rrock, repre- 
senting the Detroit, *Mith., federation 
of labor. 
Urges Use of Ballot 
Mr. Davidson came out etrongly for 
the use if the bajlot in preference to 
direct action as a means of securing 
the objects or organized labor, for 
which he was cheered to the echo by 
the delegates, who also cheered him 
when he declared that the British 
labor party was determined to gather 
the full fruit of their industry to 
themselves and not let the capitalists 
have it. He defended the British 
miners and said their loyalty was un- 
questionable but they objected to hay- 
ing excess profits which their speeding 


up production during the war had 
created, go into private bank accounts 
instead of developing the Industries of 


the empire. Hie intimated that the 


visit of the British press association 
and financial magnates to Canada wag 
worth watching, as it was no doubt 
made during the war in exploiting 
Canada’s natural resources. 


Gambler of Gallipolt 


Mr. Davidson also made a slashing 
attack upon Hon. Winston Spencer 
Churchhill, whom he alluded to as the 
“gembler of Gallipoli; the raider of 
Russia, first a Tory, then a Léberal 
and finally the coalitionist; the jacts- 
anapes of politics, the hero the 
Dardenelles.” 

D. J. Shea and B. J. Brock de 
clared that union labor in the United 
States was menaced by the American- 
ivation plan of the open shop and 
declared that employers were laying 
off hundreds of thousands of workers 
with the intention of glutting the lab- 
or market and reducing wages. Mr. 
fihea also told the convention that the 
United States, congres was elected by 
the monied interests and repvesented 
views unfriendly to labor. He «ald 
that was why the United States was 
still out of the League of Nations, but 
he predicted the election of Governor 
James Cox, whom he described as a 
friend of labor and said that the 
United States would then take its 
place in the league.

The twelfth annual exhibition of 
Mid-Pembina Agricultural Society

Dunstable where the largo and spa- 


cious fair grounds which cover four 
acres, ig situated. In the early foro- 
hoop it was dark and cloudy and 
many feared that if the weather was 
not up to scratch the fair might nut 
be ag big a draw ae on former occaa- 
fons. Those fears, however, were ban- 
ished before the fair opened as from 
the noon hour on the weather was 
excellent, and if anytaing, a little too 
hot in the afiernoom when the epecta- 
tors and exhibitora gtood out in the 
heat watching the judging of the live- 
stock | 

The exhibition was a decided euc- 
cess In efery way. There was a total 
of 650 entries in the various classes 
enumerated in the Srize list. The num- 
ber of people in etendance equating 
last years fair in spite of the fact that 
harvesting is so gefteral in this part of 
the country which ie so noted for its 
generally excellent crops.
